V**™*. m O^grnamy, there f a«) 
dsflnitely known to be two mlBion 
Buddhdsta. 

. Those at the head of that powerflut 
oread .an- genii; they have a hold, and 
a powerful one, on the natlvea; but re- 
oont y oars have shown them «hait what- 
ever they might believe, whatever 
might be the omnipotence of their 
Buddha, yet Christianity was ovor- 
«tepplng them in many points. But, 
cunning as only they ana, they wore not 
discouraged.^ Their creed had some 
ffcod pointa; these they -retain*] 
Christianity lhad many wwrider-woryitig 
elements — these .they ooprod, ana 
Bhapbd their creed to Include the new 
v**«nt«Us aba thai." frllowiers, plastic 
and eaafiy inffluenced, rejoiced at the 
changes, not realizing their tnue source. 

Kenneth Saunders can tell Just what 
these changes ore. In the masterly 
manner In wmch ho addressed the Dos

A RECORD IN COPYING. 

If Countess Tolstoy reaîly copied out 
■the 600,000 word* of "Wsir and Peace' 
seven times while Toertoy wa* casting 
and recasting various ports of hto 
maatcrplec*. *he undoubtedly deserves 
the pailrn for patience atnd perse ver 
anca; and the more eo from the fact 
that her husband's writing. Illegible as 
often as not, must have added to her 
toll, expert os «he naturally was In de- 
ciphering It. 'The Oct that the 
Countess, with strong literary tastes 
herself, took the deepest Inturmt in her' 
husband's work; l>ut 600,000 words 




It may havo been because of this 
prejudice, that I tuw, when Maurice 
Maeterlinck came down the gang- 
plank, little of delicate, weakling poet 
I had expected. 

He is a big man. nearly six feet tall 
and proportionately broad. Tho 
dreamer 1* ■m.geeted only in his 
slightly rambll.tg conversation. His 
hair Is iron-gr&y and slightly shaggy, 
His Jaw Is slightly fat. 

Maeterlinck was met by a furious 
Onslaught of reporters and admirers, 
The autograph hound* were busy. He 
had a giant fountain pen, almost like 
an advertisement to be swung out over 
a stationer's door, with which this au 
tographlng was accomplished. 

Some wag asked if It was with this 
ha wrote play*, and without a twinkle 
of humor he replied no. that he wrote 
them with a pencil and afterward on 
the typewriter. 

Because there were so many people 
about and I didn't wish to create any 
embarrassment, I didn't ask the poet 
the questions I had planned about his 
wire and . who actually was the Inspi- 
ration oi the one-love Idea he put into 
his playu. 

Instead 1 watched him, noticing 
that 1 his hat sèemed too small for his 
almoit fat head, as he talked about 
the skyline. All New Yorkers know 
the skyline Is wonderful, and why they 
expect every foreigner to assuro them 
of It anew I can't understand. But It 
Is the thing for everyone to do, and 
Maeterlinck was not going to upset the 
tradition. I won't quote all he said, 
partly In English, partly in French 
through an Interpreter, about tho sky- 
line. 

Not a Spiritualist 

He talked also about the soul and 
seasickness. In spite of his somewhat 
labored English In doing It, he told the 
reporter* on the pier that he had come 
to America to lecture In English on 
'The Beginnings on New Signa of the 
Immortality of the Soul." 

"I have been studying English for 
six weeks before sailing on the France, 
and will spend three months travelling 
through the United State* lecturing 
and will assist at "The Blue Bird'." he 
said; 

Maeterlinck, when asked about 
'The Unknown .Gueet," eald he was 
not a spiritualist. 

"I do not say that I do not believe 
In ghosts or that I do believe in them. 
I am leaving .spiritualism on one side 
to be taken a»p later." 

A question about the first Madame 
Maeterlinck who entered 60 frequently 
Into The Unknown Guest would havo 



their Individual abilities arc fairly well 
known, so that It la an easy matter 
to select tbe material required to build 
up a team for any sport: and, having 
an excellent gymnasium in the build- 
ing, makes it much easier to turn out 
the different teams to practice, while 
It Is no trouble at all to arrange for 
practice hours. Thereforo we havo 
at Macdonald a decided advantage over 
colleges where they have to arrange 
for practice hours at outside gymna- 
siumB, rii)ks, etc. 

This year Macdonald students are in 
the .Montreal City and District Indoor 
Baseball League, which Ib composed of 
a number of first çIubb teams from 
high standing clube. Each of these 
clubs ha» a coach who has been drill- 
ing his team for some time past, and 
very Boon Macdonald will bo sending 
a practically Inexperienced and un- 
coached learn to competo with the best 
teams or the city. 11 is true that 
thero is a manager for our team who 
Is doing his duty, but It 1b impossible 
for a student to cgt a team into the 
efficient, smooth working machine 
that a capable energetic coach could. 

Tho same practically holds true for 
Basketball and Hockey. Ab far as 
Is known yet Macdonald Is not In »ny 
Basketball league. 

In past years this college always 
prided herself on her basketball. It 
Is only, a few years ago that Guelph's 
best team met defeat lu our gymna 
slum, and since then McGlll teams and 
Y.M.C.A. teams .ffom nil the branches 
of the city havo learned to respect the 
green and gold. , Are we not to be 
represented In any league this year? 
Ab yet there have been comparatively 
fw college basketball practices. AVhat 
there were, being confined to those 
before the Christmas vacation when 
thé players were promiscuously asked 
to turn out It there Is going? to be 
a good team this year the best material 
must be selected at once and regular 
and frequent practices should com- 
mence immediately. . Continued prac- 
tising together, condition and proper 
coaching are the. essentials that go to 
turn out a first class team, and H is 
high time something was being done 
In this respect. 

Nor Is the rink above criticism In 
many respects. It is not Out of place 
to mention a frequently repeated fact 
that Macdonald College has reached 
that stage of maturity when an up-to- 
date covered-ln rink could be reason- 
ably afforded. Skating Is the princi- 
pal feature ot winter life at the col- 
lege. It Ib hard to keep a rink in 
proper shape out of doors. The wea- 
ther is either too- cold for nkatlng, 
stormy weather occurs, or soft wea- 
ther spoils the Ice where It would not 
were It covered In. However, • since 
the rink must necessarily be out-of- 
doors why not have it as comfortable 
as possible? Some four hundred stu- 
dents are forced to use what is avail 
able of one small shack Improperly 
heated as a dressing room. Thifl shack 
is not large enough to hold one tenth 
of the number who will be ahatlng 
every night this year. There should 
be better provision than this, and at 
least a dressing shack for the girls 
and one for the boya. 

The rink should be commenced suf- 
ficiently early In the season, to ensure 
skating Immediately upon the com- 
mencement of the winter term. Ar- 
rangements could he made by which 
some student, spending the vacation In 
college 'could look after IL Almost 
a whole week of the term has gone 
but the rink Is not properly going yet, 
Truo the weather Ib somewhat remiss 
but not altogether. Had there been 
a good foundation of Ice a slight thaw 
would have hardly affected IL This 
Is very unfortunate for our hockey 
team, which should be practising every 
afternoon if they are to uphold the re 
putatlon of the college. 

It Is the duty of every Macdonald 
student, girl or boy. to do her or his 
level best to help make their college 
teams victors rather than losers as 
has been the majority of cases of late.

gin. Owins to this the Radical par- 
ties which we hear most about now- 
adays and which are cither the results 
of sympathetic thinkers who see the 
results o_f uneven distribution of 
wealth or tho struggle of those who 
feci personally the hardships of the 
capitalistic system, thesd Radical par- 
ties were not known In the Canada of 
the greater part of the 19th century. 
The few so called Radical parties were 
not out to change the existing state 
of society, but solely to alter external 
state policies. Such a ono was the 
Annexationist Aaaoclatlon of 1819, 
formed out of a curious blend of genu- 
ine sympathizers with the U.S. and 
Tories alienated partly by Elgin's sup- 
port of their opponents and partly by 
British commercial Injury to Canada. 
They Issued an addreBa to the people 
of Canada in which the remedy pre- 
acribed for all their woes was a 
friendly and peaceful separation from 
British connection and a union upon 
equitable terms with the Great North 
American Confederacy of Sovereign 
States. ThlB movement was confined 
mainly to Montreal, but found a few 
sympathizers here and there through- 
out the country. Thla feeling found 
expression again in 1887 in the move- 
ment known as the Commercial Union 
Club, of which Dr. GoId>in Smith was 
the president. The objects of this 
club were not complete annexation to 
the States, but they wished to secure 
unrestricted reciprocity of trade be- 
tween Canada and the U.S., and if 
there was to be any tariff it wôuîd 
encircle the whole continent for In- 
coming goods. Goldwin Smith him- 
self favored Independence, but his 
writings were taken more seriously In 
England and the United States than 
they were in Canada 

By this time trade unionism had ap- 
peared In Canada as a class weapon, 
but they directed the llttlo power they 
then had towards industrial rather 
than political action. The increase 
in general wealth has brought about 
this class feeling, and it has increased 
with the growth of the country. At 
first It was very weak, as such a large 
proportion of the population of the 
country was and is agricultural (47e) 
and the labor Interest In farming is 
purely secondary as 87% of the farm- 
ers In Canada own their own farms. 
Though quite a large number of skill- 
ed farm laborers are employed,, class 
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motion advocating independent politi- 
cal action, but there was never any 
political labor party formed. The two 
old parties, Liberal and Conservative, 
were so similar and stole each others 
programmes so openly that the labor 
people would Just vote for whichever 
one they thought would put through 
the Immediate reforms they desired. 
Thet>ld parties feared a third party 
such as a labor .party .entering the 
political field, but when a. third party 
did appear It was not labor, but what 
was more surprising, -a French Cana- 
dian party, In opoBltlon to Laurier, 



consciousness among them does not 
appear to exist, still the Influence 
Of agricultural upon tho general labor 
situation is great.
